The  book  was  urgently  called  for, 
else  it  might  not  have  seemed  best  to  add 
another  to  the  many  excellent  manuals  of 
devotion  already  in  use.

The  Minister,  at  sitch  times  as  he  may  elect,  shall  read 
the  Ten  Commandments ;  and  the  People,  rever- 
ently boiving  the  head  or  devoutly  kneeling,  shall, 
after  each  Commandment,  ask  God's  mercy  for 
their  transgressions  for  the  time  past,  and  grace  to 
keep  the  law  for  the  time  to  come,  as  follow eth: 

OD  spake  these  words,  and  said,  I  am  the 


Lord  thy  God :  Thou  shalt  have  none 
other  gods  but  me. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  make  to  thyself 
any  graven  image,  nor  the  -likeness  of  any- 
thing that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  in  the  earth 
beneath,  or  in  the  water  under  the  earth. 
Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  to  them,  nor  wor- 
ship them  :  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jeal- 
ous God,  and  visit  the  sins  of  the  fathers 
upon  the  children,  unto  the  third  and  fourth 
generation  of  them  that  hate  me ;  and  show 
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mercy  unto  thousands  in  them  that  love  me, 
and  keep  my  commandments. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of 
the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain :  for  the  Lord  will 
not  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh  his  name  in 
vain. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Remember  that  thou  keep  holy 
the  Sabbath-day.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor, 
and  do  all  that  thou  hast  to  do ;  but  the 
seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy 
God.  In  it  thou  shalt  do  no  manner  of  work; 
thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  daughter,  thy  man- 
servant, and  thy  maid-servant,  thy  cattle,  and 
the  stranger  that  is  wTithin  thy  gates.  For  in 
six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth, 
the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the 
seventh  day :  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the 
seventh  day,  and  hallowed  it. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother, 
that  thy  days  may  be  long  in  the  land  which 
the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee. 
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People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  do  no  murder. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness 
against  thy  neighbor. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  in- 
cline our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neigh- 
bor's house,  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neigh- 
bor's wife,  nor  his  servant,  nor  his  maid,  nor 
his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  anything  that  is  his. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and 
write  all  these  thy  laws  in  our  hearts,  we  be- 
seech thee. 

IT  Then  the  Minister  may  say  : 

Hear  also  what  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  saith. 

^HHOU  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
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with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great 
commandment.  And  the  second  is  like  unto 
it ;  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself. 
On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  Law 
and  the  Prophets. 

If  On  Whit-Sunday  the  Minister  shall  also  read  the 
Laiv  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  follows : 

T  F  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments. 
^  And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall 
give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may  abide 
with  you  forever ;  even  the  Spirit  of  truth  ; 
whom  the  world  cannot  receive,  because  it 
seeth  him  not,  neither  knoweth  him :  but  ye 
know  him ;  for  he  dwelleth  with  you,  and 
shall  be  in  you. 

If  a  man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words : 
and  my  Father  will  love  him,  and  we  will 
come  unto  him,  and  make  our  abode  with 
him.  He  that  loveth  me  not  keepeth  not  my 
sayings  :  and  the  word  which  ye  hear  is  not 
mine,  but  the  Father's  which  sent  me. 

Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost :  teaching 
them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
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commanded  you :  and  lo !  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 

r  I  \BE  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
^    the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  be  with  us  all.  Amen.

Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  you, 
and  persecute  you,  and  shall  say  all  manner 
of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for  my  sake. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  around 
them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth  them. 

s  Rejoice,  and  be  exceeding  glad  ;  for  great  is 
your  reward  in  heaven:  for  so  persecuted  they 
the  prophets  which  were  before  you. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord  the  God  of  Israel,  from 
everlasting  and  to  everlasting  :  Amen,  and 
Amen.

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon 
earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and 
where  thieves  break  through  and  steal :  but 
lay  up  for  youf selves  treasures  in  heaven, 
where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt, 
and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor 
steal.    St.  Matt  vi.  19,  20. 

Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do 
unto  you,  even  so  do  unto  them ;  for  this  is 
the  Law  and  the  Prophets.    St.  Matt.  vii.  12. 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord, 
Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ; 
but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  which 
is  in  heaven.    St.  Matt.  vii.  21. 
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He  that  soweth  little  shall  reap  little ;  and 
he  that  soweth  plenteously,  shall  reap  plen- 
teously. Let  every  man  do  according  as  he  is 
disposed  in  his  heart,  not  grudgingly,  or  of 
necessity ;  for  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver.

Be  merciful  after  thy  power.  I£  thou  hast 
much,  give  plenteously ;  if  thou  hast  little, 
do  thy  diligence  gladly  to  give  of  that  little  : 
for  so  gatherest  thou  thyself  a  good  reward  in 
the  day  of  necessity.    Tob.  iv.  8.  9. 

He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth 
unto  the  Lord ;  and  look,  what  he  layeth  out, 
it  shall  be  paid  him  again.    Prov.  xix.  17. 

Blessed  be  the  man  that  provideth  for  the 
sick  and  needy ;  the  Lord  shall  deliver  him  in 
the  time  of  trouble.    Psalm  xli.  1.

THE  ORDER  OF  THE  ADMINISTRATION 

OF 

THE  LORD'S  SUPPER,  OR  HOLY  COMMUNION. 


IT  The  Service  may  be  preceded  by  reading  the  Ten 
Commandments  and  Offertory  :  or.  instead  of  the 
Commandments,  especially  on  the  Sundays  after 
Easter,  the  Beatitudes  may  be  read.  Then  the 
Minister,  standing  by  the  Lord's  Table,  shall  say 
one  or  more  of  the  folio  icing  sentences. 

T3LESSED  are  they  that  do  hunger  and 
thirst    after    righteousness  :    for  they 
shall  be  filled.    St.  Matt,  v.  6. 

Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  said.  My  Father 
giveth  you  the  true  bread  from  heaven.  For 
the  bread  of  God  is  he  who  eometh  down 
from  heaven,  and  giveth  life  unto  the  world. 
I  am  the  bread  of  life  :  he  that  cometh  to  me 
shall  never  hunger ;  and  he  that  believeth  on 
me  shall  never  thirst.    St.  John  vi.  32,  33,  35. 
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And  the  Spirit  and  the  Church  say,  Come. 
And  let  him  that  heareth  say,  Come.  And 
let  him  that  is  athirst  come.  And  whosoever 
will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life  freely. 
Rev.  xxii.  17. 

By  one  Spirit  are  we  baptized  into  one 
body,  and  have  been  all  made  to  drink  into 
one  Spirit.  Being  many  we  are  one,  being 
partakers  of  one  bread.  1  Cor.  xii.  13 ; 
x.  17. 

Behold,  I  stand  at  the  door  and  knock :  if 
any  man  hear  my  voice,  and  open  the  door,  I 
will  come  in  to  him  and  will  sup  with  him, 
and  he  with  me.    Rev.  iii.  20. 

Christ,  our  passover,  is  sacrificed  for  us : 
therefore  let  us  keep  the  feast,  not  with  old 
leaven,  neither  with  the  leaven  of  malice  and 
wickedness ;  but  with  the  unleavened  bread 
of  sincerity  and  truth.    1  Cor.  v.  7,  8. 

Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  said,  Abide  in  me, 
and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot  bear 
fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine,  no 
more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in  me.  I  am 
the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches  :  he  that  abideth 
in  me,  and  I  in  him,  the  same  bringeth  forth 
much  fruit :  for  without  me  ye  can  do 
nothing.    St.  John  xv.  4,  5. 
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Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a 
man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends.  Ye  are 
my  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command 
you.  Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants  ;  for 
the  servant  knoweth  not  what  his  lord  doeth : 
but  I  have  called  you  friends ;  for  all  things 
that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father,  I  have  made 
known  unto  you.    St.  John  xv.  13-15. 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are 
heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.

T^V  EARLY  beloved,  you  are  persuaded  that 
neither  sickness  nor  crosses  come  by 
chance  to  any  one. 

But  you  believe  that  it  is  God  who  sendeth 
them,  without  whose  Providence  they  fall  not 
on  us. 

You  acknowledge  God  to  be  most  wise,  and 
to  suffer  nothing  to  befall  us  but  for  our 
good. 

Acknowledge,  therefore,  that  this  his  pre- 
sent visitation  is  for  your  benefit,  and  say  in 
your  heart : 
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I  know,  0  Lord,  that  thy  judgments  are 
right,  and  that  thou,  of  very  faithfulness,  hast 
caused  me  to  be  troubled. 

T~YEARLY  beloved,  you  know  and  confess 
that  God  beareth  the  affection  of  a 
father  towards  his  children.  You  know  also 
that  a  father,  whether  he  dote  upon  his  child, 
or  whether  he  chasten  him,  continueth  a 
father  in  both  cases,  and  loveth  him  in  the 
one  no  less  than  in  the  other. 

Think  the  same  of  God,  as  touching  your-

%  When  the  Procession  is  entering  the  Church,  the 
Minister  shall  read  these  sentences  of  Scripture  ; 
all  standing.  If  the  service  be  held  in  a  private 
house,  it  may  begin  in  the  same  way. 

T  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith 
the  Lord :  he  that  belie veth  in  me,  though 
he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live ;  and  whoso- 
ever liveth  and  believeth  in  me,  shall  never 
die.    St.  John  xi.  25,  26. 

The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken 
away ;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord.  Job 
i.  21. 

All  flesh  is  as  grass,  and  all  the  glory  of 
man  as  the  flower  of  grass.  The  grass  wither- 
eth,  and  the  flower  thereof  f alleth  away  :  but 
the  word  of  the  Lord  endureth  forever.  1 
Peter  i.  24,  25. 

IT  Then  shall  be  said  or  sung  one  of  the  following 
Psalms : 
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Psalm  xxxix. 


ORD,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and 


the  measure  of  my  days,  what  it  is; 
that  I  may  know  how  frail  I  am. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  an 
hand-breadth ;  and  mine  age  is  as  nothing 
before  thee  :  verily  every  man  at  his  best 
state  is  altogether  vanity. 

Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  show : 
surely  they  are  disquieted  in  vain :  he  heapeth 
up  riches,  and  knoweth  not  who  shall  gather 
them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for  ?  my  hope 
is  in  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions  : 
make  me  not  the  reproach  of  the  foolish. 

I  was  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  mouth ; 
because  thou  didst  it. 

Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me :  I  am 
consumed  by  the  blow  of  thine  hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct  man 
for  iniquity,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  con- 
sume away  like  a  moth :  surely  every  man  is 
vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  0  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto 
my  cry ;  hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears :  for 
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I  am  a  stranger  with  thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as 
all  my  fathers  were. 

0  spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength, 
before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more. 


ORD,  thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place  in 


all  generations. 
Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth, 
or  ever  thou  hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the 
world,  even  from  everlasting  to  everlasting, 
thou  art  God. 

Thou  turnest  man  to  destruction ;  and  say- 
est,  Return,  ye  children  of  men. 

For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but 
as  yesterday  when  it  is  past,  and  as  a  watch 
in  the  night. 

Thou  carriest  them  away  as  with  a  flood ; 
they  are  as  a  sleep :  in  the  morning  they  are 
like  grass  which  groweth  up. 

In  the  morning  it  flourisheth,  and  groweth 
up ;  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  and  with- 
ereth. 

Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before  thee,  our 
secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance. 
We  spend  our  years  as  a  tale  that  is  told. 
The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years 


Psalm  xc. 
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and  ten ;  and  if  by  reason  of  strength  they  be 
fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength  labor  and 
sorrow ;  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly 
away. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we 
may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Make  us  glad  according  to  the  days  wherein 
thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein 
we  have  seen  evil. 

Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  servants,  and 
thy  glory  unto  their  children. 

And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be 
upon  us  :  and  establish  thou  the  work  of  our 
hands  upon  us ;  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands 
establish  thou  it. 

IT  Here,  if  the  Psalm  be  read,  a  Hymn  may  be  sung. 
1T  Then  shall  follow  this  Lesson  from  1  Cor.  xv.  : 

1VT  OW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
^ ^    become  the  firstfruits  of  them  that 


For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came 
also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  made  alive. 

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another 
glory  of  the  moon,  and  another  glory  of  the 


slept. 
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stars ;  for  one  star  differeth  from  another  star 
in  glory. 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It 
is  sown  in  corruption ;  it  is  raised  in  incor- 
ruption : 

It  is  sown  in  dishonor ;  it  is  raised  in  glory  : 
it  is  sown  in  weakness  ;  it  is  raised  in  power  : 

It  is  sown  a  natural  body ;  it  is  raised  a 
spiritual  body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and 
there  is  a  spiritual  body. 

And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  man  Adam 
was  made  a  living  soul  •  the  last  Adam  was 
made  a  quickening  spirit. 

Howbeit,  that  was  not  first  which  is  spirit- 
ual, but  that  which  is  natural ;  and  afterward 
that  which  is  spiritual. 

The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy :  the 
second  man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven. 

As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  also  that 
are  earthy ;  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are 
they  also  that  are  heavenly. 

And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the 
earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the 
heavenly. 

Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God; 
neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption. 
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Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery :  We  shall 
not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed, 

In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye, 
at  the  last  trump :  for  the  trumpet  shall 
sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorrup- 
tible, and  we  shall  be  changed. 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorrup- 
tion,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immor- 
tality. 

So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put 
on  immortality ;  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass 
the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed 
up  in  victory. 

0  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  0  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory  ? 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin ;  and  the  strength 
of  sin  is  the  Law. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the. 
victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye 
steadfast,  unmovable,  always  abounding  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

IT  Or  the  Minister  may  read  one  or  more  of  the  follow- 
ing Lessons : 
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St.  John  xiv. 

T  ET  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  saith  the 
'  Lord,  our  Redeemer :  ye  believe  in  God, 
believe  also  in  me. 

In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions : 
if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I 
go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you. 

And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I 
will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself ; 
that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also. 

And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he  shall 
give  you  another  Comforter,  that  he  may 
abide  with  you  forever; 

Even  the  Spirit  of  truth  •  whom  the  world 
cannot  receive,  because  it  seeth  him  not,  nei- 
ther knoweth  him  :  but  ye  know  him  ;  for  he 
dwelleth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you. 

I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless  :  I  will  come 
to  you. 

Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  world  seeth  me 
no  more ;  but  ye  see  me :  because  I  live,  ye 
shall  live  also. 

Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give 
unto  you. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let 
it  be  afraid. 
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2  Corinthians  iv.,  v. 
T^OR  our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a 
^      moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more 
exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory ; 

While  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are 
seen,  but  at  the  things  which  are  not  seen :  for 
the  things  which  are  seen  are  temporal ;  but 
the  things  which  are  not  seen  are  eternal. 

For  we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house  of 
this  tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we  have  a 
building  of  God,  a  house  not  made  with  hands, 
eternal  in  the  heavens. 

For  in  this  we  groan,  earnestly  desiring  to 
be  clothed  upon  with  our  house  which  is  f  rom 
heaven  : 

If  so  be  that  being  clothed  we  shall  not 
be  found  naked. 

For  we  that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan, 
being  burdened  :  not  for  that  we  would  be  un- 
clothed, but  clothed  upon,  that  mortality  might 
be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

Revelation  xxi.,  xxii. 
A  ND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  : 
for  the  first  heaven  and  the  first  earth 
were  passed  away  ;  and  there  was  no  more 
sea. 

8 
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And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jeru- 
salem, coming  clown  from  God  out  of  heaven, 
prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband. 

And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven 
saying,  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with 
men,  and  he  will  dwell  with  them,  and  they 
shall  be  his  people,  and  God  himself  shall  be 
with  them,  and  be  their  God. 

And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from 
their  eyes  ;  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death, 
neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there 
be  any  more  pain  ;  for  the  former  things  are 
passed  awa}'. 

And  he  showed  me  a  pure  river  of  water  of 
life,  clear  as  crystal,  proceeding  out  of  the 
throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb. 

In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and  on 
either  side  of  the  river,  was  there  the  tree 
of  life,  which  bare  twelve  manner  of  fruits, 
and  yielded  her  fruit  every  month  ;  and  the 
leaves  of  the  tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the 
nations. 

And  there  shall  be  no  more  curse  :  but  the 
throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  in 
it ;  and  his  servants  shall  serve  him  : 

And  they  shall  see  his  face  ;  and  his  name 
shall  be  in  their  foreheads. 
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Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of 
God,  and  serve  him  day  and  night  in  his 
temple  :  and  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne 
shall  dwell  among  them. 

They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst 
any  more  ;  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them, 
nor  any  heat. 

For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them 
unto  living  fountains  of  waters  :  and  God  shall 
wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 

And  there  shall  be  no  night  there  ;  and  they 
need  no  candle,  neither  light  of  the  sun  ;  for 
the  Lord  God  giveth  them  light  :  and  they 
shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  he  said  unto  me,  These  sayings  are 
faithful  and  true. 

And  every  creature  which  is  in  heaven,  and 
on  the  earth,  and  under  the  earth,  and  such  as 
are  in  the  sea,  and  all  that  are  in  them,  heard 
I  saying,  Blessing,  and  honor,  and  glory,  and 
power,  be  unto  him  that  sitteth  upon  the 
throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb  for  ever  and 
ever. 

Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  which  according  to  his  abundant 
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mercy  hath  begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively 
hope  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from 
the  dead, 

To  an  inheritance  incorruptible,  and  unde- 
fined, and  that  fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in 
heaven  for  you. 

For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly  ; 
but  then  face  to  face :  now  I  know  in  part ; 
but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am 
known. 

Beloved,  now  are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and 
it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be  :  but 
we  know  that,  when  he  shall  appear,  we  shall 
be  like  him  :  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is. 

And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him  . 
purifieth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure. 

Humble  yourselves  therefore  under  the 
mighty  hand  of  God,  that  he  may  exalt  you 
in  due  time  : 

Casting  all  your  care  upon  him  ;  for  he 
careth  for  you. 

For  I  am  persuaded,  that  neither  death,  nor 
life,  nor  angels,  nor  principalities,  nor  powers, 
nor  things  present,  nor  things  to  come, 

Nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor  any  other  crea- 
ture, shall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the  love 
of  God  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 
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St.  Mark  x.  13-16.    St.  Matthew  xviii.  10,  14. 
ND  they  brought  young  children  to  him, 


that  he  should  touch  them  ;  and  his  dis- 
ciples rebuked  those  that  brought  them. 

But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  dis- 
pleased, and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little 
children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them 
not  :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not 
receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child, 
he  shall  not  enter  therein. 

And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his 
hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these 
little  ones  :  for  I  say  unto  you,  That  in  heaven 
their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face  of  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

Even  so  it  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven,  that  one  of  these  little 
ones  should  perish.

Such  as  be  foolish  shall  not  stand  in  thy  sight ; 
for  thou  hatest  all  those  who  work  iniquity. 

Thou  shalt  destroy  those  who  speak  falsehood  ; 
the  Lord  will  abhor  both  the  bloodthirsty  and 
deceitful  man. 

But  as  for  me,  I  will  come  into  thy  house,  in 
the  multitude  of  thy  mercy ;  and  in  thy  fear  will  I 
worship  toward  thy  holy  temple. 

Lead  me,  0  Lord,  in  thy  righteousness,  because 
of  mine  enemies  ;  make  thy  way  plain  before  my 
face. 

Let  all  those  who  put  their  trust  in  thee  rejoice : 
they  shall  ever  be  giving  of  thanks,  because  thou

Thou  hast  rebuked  the  nations,  and  destroyed 
the  ungodly ;  thou  hast  put  out  their  name  for 
ever  and  ever. 
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Desolations  have  consumed  the  enemy  forever ; 
and  as  to  the  cities  which  thou  hast  destroyed, 
their  memory  is  perished  with  them.

Even  he  who  leadeth  an  uncorrupt  life,  and 
doeth  the  thing  which  is  right,  and  speaketh  the 
truth  from  his  heart.

PSALM  XXXI. 

IN  thee,  0  Lord,  do  I  put  my  trust ;  let  me 
never  be  put  to  confusion ;  deliver  me  in  thy 
righteousness. 

Bow  down  thine  ear  to  me ;  make  haste  to 
deliver  me. 

And  be  thou  my  strong  rock,  and  house  of  de- 
fence, that  thou  mayest  save  me. 

For  thou  art  my  strong  rock  and  my  castle  :  be 
thou  also  my  guide,  and  lead  me  for  thy  name's 
sake. 

Into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit ;  for  thou 
hast  redeemed  me,  0  Lord,  thou  God  of  truth. 

1  have  hated  those  who  regard  lying  vanities, 
and  my  trust  hath  been  in  the  Lord.

and  their  faces  were  not  ashamed. 

Lo,  the  poor  crieth,  and  the  Lord  heareth  him ; 
yea,  saveth  him  out  of  all  his  troubles. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round  about 
those  who  fear  him,  and  delivereth  them. 

0  taste,  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good ;  blessed 
is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him. 

0  fear  the  Lord,  ye  who  are  his  saints  ;  for  those 
who  fear  him  lack  nothing. 

The  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger ;  but  they 
who  seek  the  Lord  shall  want  no  manner  of  thing 
that  is  good. 

Come,  ye  children,  and  hearken  unto  me ;  I  will 
teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 

What  man  is  he  who  desireth  to  live,  and  would 
fain  see  good  days  ? 

Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  that  they 
speak  no  guile. 

Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good;  seek  peace,  and 
pursue  it. 

The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  over  the  righteous,  and 
his  ears  are  open  unto  their  prayer. 

The  face  of  the  Lord  is  against  those  who  do 
evil,  to  root  out  the  remembrance  of  them  from  the 
earth.

In  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me, 
that  I  should  fulfil  thy  will  0  my  God  ;  I  delight 
to  do  it :  yea,  thy  law  is  within  my  heart. 

I  have  declared  thy  righteousness  in  the  great 
congregation  :  lo,  I  have  not  refrained  my  lips,  O 
Lord,  and  that  thou  knowest. 

I  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness  within  my 
heart ;  my  talk  hath  been  of  thy  truth,  and  of  thy 
salvation. 

I  have  not  kept  back  thy  loving  mercy  and  truth 
from  the  great  congregation.

Christ  is  raised  from  the  dead,  and  dieth  no 
more :  Hallelujah. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to 
the  Holy  Ghost :  as  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now, 
and  ever  shall  be,  world  without  end.  Amen. 


THE  APOSTLES'  CREED.1 


IT  The  Apostles'  Creed  may  be  said  or  sang  at  such 
times  as  the  Minister  may  appoint. 

I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of 
heaven  and  earth : 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only  Son  our  Lord ;  Who 
was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  Born  of  the  Virgin 
Mary ;  Suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  Was  crucified, 
dead,  and  buried;  He  descended  into  hell,  The  third 
day  he  rose  from  the  dead ;  He  ascended  into  heaven, 
And  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father 
Almighty;  From  thence  he  shall  come  to  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost ;  The  holy  Catholic 
Church ;  The  Communion  of  Saints ;  The  Forgiveness 
of  sins ;  The  Resurrection  of  the  body ;  And  the  Life 
everlasting.  Amen. 

1  The  Apostles'  Creed  is  so  called,  not  because  it  was  composed 
by  the  Apostles,  but  because  it  is  an  admirable  summary,  in  almost 
the  words  of  the  New  Testament,  of  apostolic  teaching.  This 
creed,  unlike  all  others  which  have  been  the  work  of  individuals 
or  of  councils,  was  a  growth  of  the  first  four  Christian  centuries. 
As  Dr.  Philip  Schaff  says,  "  It  is  by  far  the  best  popular  sum- 
mary of  the  Christian  faith  ever  made  within  so  brief  a  space.  .  .  . 
It  is  a  liturgical  poem  and  an  act  of  worship."  The  words  "  he 
descended  into  hell "  are  considered  equivalent  to  the  words  "  he 
went  into  the  place  of  departed  spirits." 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH. 


1T  As  declared  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  TJniver- 
salist  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
assembled  in  Convention  at  Winchester,  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  three  : 

Article  I.  We  believe  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments  contain  a  revelation  of 
the  character  of  God,  and  of  the  duty,  interest,  and 
final  destination  of  mankind. 

Article  II.  We  believe  that  there  is  one  God, 
whose  nature  is  love ;  revealed  in  one  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  by  one  Holy  Spirit  of  grace  ;  who  will  finally 
restore  the  whole  family  of  mankind  to  holiness  and 
happiness. 

Article  III.  We  believe  that  holiness  and  true 
happiness  are  inseparably  connected ;  and  that  be- 
lievers ought  to  be  careful  to  maintain  order  and 
practise  good  works ;  for  these  things  are  good  and 
profitable  unto  men. 
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RULES 


TO  KNOW  WHEN  THE  EEASTS  AND  HOLY  DAYS 
BEGIN. 


EASTER  DAY,  on  which,  the  rest  depend,  is  al- 
ways the  first  Sunday  after  the  Full  Moon  which 
^happens  upon  or  next  after  the  twenty-first  day  of 
March ;  and  if  the  Pull  Moon  happen  upon  a  Sunday, 
Easter  Day  is  the  Sunday  after. 

ADVENT  SUNDAY  is  always  the  nearest  Sun- 
day to  the  thirtieth  of  November,  whether  before  or 
after. 

WHITSUNDAY,  or  Feast  of  Pentecost,  is  seven 
weeks  after  Easter.
